was brought torth to inarch; Their march wasten mylesfrom the 
Campe: I hefootmen Arined & turniſhed with all manner of wea- 
pons,the Horlemen deuided by troopes,& in compleat Armes : In 
which march they made {emblance of batel,the horlemeE began hilt, 

Sometimes they followed, fometimes they gaue backe, and for- 
ſing their horſes rannethem vponthe ſpurre, not onely in plaine 
helds,but in ſtrange diticule places,in breaches,& gapes of ditches: 
lometimes the loot reſcued the horle, (umertimesthefhorke reſcu- 
ed the foor, and both horle and foot did aſcend and kun downe 
high and (tcepeplaces. 

Thus were they praQtiled at home , in that which might befali 
them abroad : ſo that happe what could happe tothemin fight, 
thele practized Souldiers had very well forclezrned. No maruile 
then, though they werethe conquerors of lo many Natiops. And 
when they neglected this, that they were (o foyled by Hambalt and 
his Carthagimians, foure & 20, yeares they lay idle & were weakened

It effeteth much with few, and 
gatnes the victory over multitudes. Therefore let Souldicrs obey 
theu Commanders, for without Obedience nethipg can be done. 
Paulus A mylins being to obſerue the cuſtome of the Romans, *S 
and to make an Orar10n of thanks vnto the people for chuting him 
Conſull, in his Oration told them, Thar if they had any truſt or 
confidencein him, or thought him a man ſufhcient ro diſcharge 
his place,that then they ſhould not ſpeake nor medele in any mat- 
terthac concerned his dutic and the office of a Generall,ſaving only 
that they would be diligent without any words to doe whatiocuer 
he commanded, that ſhofild be necetlary for the warres and (er- - 
uice they rouke in hand, All which. (faith Piutarch) the Romans | lutech 111 th 
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mand all other, and to make themſclues che mightie(t people of 
the world. And indeed they werethe moſt obedient co their Com- 
mainders ot any ; inſomuch as 2 cerraine Na mdian asking young 
Scipio how he would conquer Carthage, Scipio vpon a hall poin- 
ting with his finger co his Souldicrs below, an!wered him chus : 
Wu theſe [ will conquer Carthage ; for if I ſhonl4 bid them from 
hence caſt thomelucs downe beadlong, know they will dre it, How 
ſcuerely the Conſuls did punith difobedience mn the caimpe, may 
appeare by the rigorous puniſhment which Afar/u 7 argquat as 
did execure vpon his ſonne Tam Manhia, commanding his head 
to be ſtricken oft inhis owne preſence, tor having patled his com- 
mand in fallying torth ro fight with Genarin A! ri Captaine of 
the T#/-u/1ns, who gaue himche dehe and challenge, Nothing 
auailing the poore Gentleman in hauing onercome and (laine his 
encimiec, northe whole Armies fſupplicacions and intreanes, The 
like rigour vicd Poſthummus Tiburtaragainit his fone Aulns Poſt- 
humns , at his recurne from his conquered encmie, All chis to 
ſhew the excellencie of obedience, which the P. opher prefers 
aboveſ(.c:atice. Thus muchof Obedicace. The nex: qualitic for 
a Souldier 13 Secreeic, 

Secrecie 15 2 quali ic approprared co none but wiſe men ; for 4 
foole having heard a fecrec, crauellech as a woman wrh childe vn- 
all he haue d (cloted 1 bur a wite man keeperh 1c clole in his breatl, 
and when any goes about ro commur a {ecrer vnto him, he will 
ſeckxe all meancsto auoid it, King Ly/moc'ns as he aduiſed and 
talked vpon a time with Philippedes (the Comicall Port) a friend 
and farmi[1ar of his, he ſaid vnto him, What worldeſt thow bane wa 
to impart vnto thee of ail that mine s ? Encen whit t ſhall pleaſe you 
Si (anſwered che Por) ſout be nome of your /ccrets. 

Anachr/i;, being invited one day and feafted by Solon, was re- 
un wiſe, for that being afleepe, he was tound and ſeene holding 

isright hand to his mouch, and his left vpon his privities and na. 
rurall parts. Hence P/utarch inferres this, That he had good rex 
fon fo ro think, becauſethe Tongue required andneeded the ftron- 
ger bridle to reſtraine ir, being a matter to reckon ſo many 
erſons vndone and ouerthrowne by their vnremperare and looſ; 
ife, as there haue beene Ciriesand mighrie Staces ruinared and ſub- 
verted vererly , by the reucaling and opening of ſome ſecrers. 
Therctore ler all men ſtrive ro attunethus verrue of ſecrecic zeſpec- 


ally 
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ally Souldiers, for by their ouer-much babling, they may be an oc- 


calion of the ouerthrow of themſclues and others. 

A ftrange accident did happentothe City of Athens, ( which 
$yla did beleager) through che laviſhnelle of certaine vnbrideled 
tongues. Certaine old fcllowes being mer in a Barbers ſhop with- 
in - City of Athens (being blabs of their congues) chatted it our 
in their ralke cogerher, that a certaine quarter ot the Citic, named 
Heptacalcon, was not ſuthciently guarded, & therefore the Towne 
in dangerto be ſurpriſed, by that part z which calke of theirs was 0- 
uer-heard by certaine Eſpies, who aduertiſed Sy4a ſo much, where. 
upon immediately he brought all his Forces to that (ide, and aboue 
midnight gave an aflaulr, made entrie, and went within a very lic- 
tle of forcing the City, and being Maſter of ic all z for he filled che 
whole ſtreer, called Ceramicnm,wnth (laughter and dead carkatles,in 
ſo much chat the channels ran downe with bloud, A fearefull cx- 
ample. 

a b faith, That word; bawe wing; and when they flie ont they

Symenidesr(aith, A man may repent many tres for word, ſpoken, 
but nener for a word bopt in, The Kings of Per/ia did puniſh with 
dearh the lauiſhnetle of the congue, T his made the Perſians tamous 
for ſecrecie, 

Ouirtxs Curtin: reports thus of them, Alexander the Grear,faith 
he, wroughe all the wayes hecould, ro obtaine knowledge where 
D arins was become, and into what Countrey he was gone,and yet 
could norget the intell;gence z by reaſon of a cultoine among th 
P-rſians,which were won: with a maruecllous bdelity ro keepe clote 
their Princes ſecrers, in the vitering whereof, nencher deach nur 
hope of reward could caufe them to bring torth a word, there be- 
ing (inthoſeparts ) not any goodnetle luoked for ir aviy mans 
hands, thar hath not the gift of (ecrernetſe, whereot Natvre hath 
giuen a faci)lity in man. Thus much ot Secrecte, T he next verivere- 
quired 1n a Souldier, 1s Sobricty or Temperance. 

Sobriery 13a great vertue, and greatly ro beaccoumed of all men, 
for it ex:10guiſheth Vice in che cradle, and ft:flech ir in che teed. Ic 
13 the morher of health,& an allured medicine againit all maladies, 
and that which lengcthenerh a mans life, Sorrates by Sobrierie had 
alwaies a ſtrong body,and lived cuer in healthzwhereas Alexander, 


by his drunkegneſfle,dycd inthe flower of his age,though he were 
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better borne, and of a founder conſtitution than Socyares, 
All che greateſt Perſonages of che world hauc beene Sober. 

So was Cyr the elder, lo was Ceſar,fo was /w/1.49 the Emperor, 

Therefore ler a!l Souldiers be ſober, and embrace Sobriety, for 
ir will makechem as Kings and Princes to gouerne their paſhons, 
and ro bridle their inſanate appetite, To Sobrietic lct them adde 
Temperance, 

T e:nperance 15 a rule that{weetly accommodatec|1 al things vn- 
ro Nature, Neceſſity, Simplicity, Facility, Health , Conttancie, 
Temperance will weine their foules trom the {1 cer milke of the 
pleaſures of chis world, and make chem capablc ot a more ſolide 
andſoueraigne nouriſhment, Theſe ewo will highly aduancechem 
1m che fauour of their Generall, and raiſe them in time ro great pre» 
terment, whereas drunkards and vntemperate perſons are contem- 
ned of all men, and no marter of 1mporcancie to be commurted vn-

Gentleman, at his returnetrom Canffantmeple,d:d declare vivo the 
Earle of Salma, that he had ſeene foure miracles in the 7 w ki Do- 
minions ; Which was, firſt an infinite Arnie almoit wichour num- 
ber,confitting of more than fourehundrcd choutand men:;Second- 
ly, that amongft ſo many men bee ſaw not one woman : Thirdly, 
tha:therewas no mention made of wine: Laſtly, ac night when 
they had cried with a high voice, Alla, which 1s God, there conti- 
nued fo great a lalence thorow the whole Campe, tha: even in che 
Paunlions they did not ſpeake burin a low voice.

Valour 1s the greateſt, the moit generous and keroycallſt vertue 
for a Son !dier of all orher,irconfiſtech in the ſtournetle of his heart, 
in thereſolution and tayednelle of I1s minde, grounded vpon the 
durie, the honeſty, and tuſtice of the enterpriſe , which refolu- 
tion neuer ſlackerh wharſoeuer hapneth, vnuull he have valiantly en- 
ded the enterpriſe, or his ike, Here 1s Valour, let Souldiers ſtrive 
to be thus valiant : ſome doeſeeke this vertue inthe body, and in 
the power and ftrengeh ofthe immes, But they are miftaken, tor ic 
isno: a qualitie of the body,butof the minde, a ſerled ſtrength,nor 
of the armesand legs, but ofthe courage. This Valour is Philoſo+ 
phicall, not aitogerher humane, being an 1mpregnable bulwarke, a

the doores ofthe Templeto be mured vp wich bricke,and famiſhed 
him to death : his mother rooke his corps, and caſt it torthro the 
dogs, not ſuffering it to bee buried, ſauh Plutarch in the lite of 


Pan/ana. 
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Theſe examples bcing ſer before their eyes, will nor only make / 


them to dereft Treaſon, but ro become more taichtull varo cher 

Commanders.

The Souldicrs of Ferdmand, plotted with ſome of the French

and wiſdome, might have beene faid to have overthrowne Fam- 
ball; torthis he was deſpiſed of the Remaner, and counted a cow- 
ard, and confronted by them: Bur Hawball moſt of all teared him, 
and theretorc crafiily pur this ericke vpon him, 
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Hee commanded his Souldiers, when chey came neere any of 
F 1brcrs lands, that thev ſhould burne and deitroy all round about 
them, bur gave them charge in no wiſe to meddle with Fabing 
lands, nor any thing of his, and dad purpolcly appoint a Garriſon 
to ſee chat nothing of Fabia ſhould milcarry nor take hurt, This 
was ſtreight carried to Rome, which did wondertully inceuſe the 
people againit him, by the meanes of Aerel/au their Tribune, who 
made chem an Oration, in which he raxcd him no more of Cow- 
ardlinelle, bur of flac Treaſon, the Nobilicy and greaceft 
men oft Rom, ſaying, that from the firit beginning, chey had iaid 
a plot to draw theſe Warres out atlength, only co deſtroy the 
Pcoples power and authority, haumg brought the whole Com- 
mon-weale into the ſta:c of a Monarchy, and into the hands of a 
priuate perſon, who by his remiſnetle and dcliyes, would giue Ha- 
riball leiſure to plant himſclfe in /raly, and in time grue open pal- 
ſaggtothe { ar thagmians, at their pleaſure, to (e11d H[aniball a (en 
cond aide and Armie, and to makea full conquelt of all /raly : 
perſwading the people therefore rotake the Tyrannicall power of 
DiRatorſhip from him, and to pur their affaires into che hands of
